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EDISON 1 LOSING 
BATTLE FOR LIFE 


Great Inventor Slowly 
Giving Ground in Last 
Battle Against Illness. 


WEST ORANGE, N. J., Oct. 4.— 
(P)—Anxiety increased throughout the 
world today as Thomas A. Edison 
continued to grow weaker. 

“Mr. Edison is gradually losing 
strength,” said a bulletin issued by his 
physician, Dr. Hubert 8S. Howe. “He 


did not have a good night. It is in- 
creasingly difficult for him to take 
nourishment.” 

Messages of solicitude came from 
far and near, including two cables, 
from Pope Pius XI, asking for latest 
reports on the famous inventor's con- 
dition. 

The stamina that buoyed up* the 
“wizard of Menlo Park” during a long 
lifetime of labor appeared to be ebb- 
ing away under the onslaught of a 
four-fold :.ilment. He has been suf- 
fering from uremic poisoning, gastric 
ulcers, diabetes and Bright’s disease, 

An attack of indigestion late Fri- 
day added to the gravity of his con- 
dition. 

The inventor, who has recovered re- 
peatedly from sinking spells to de- 
mand a cigar and go out for his ha- 
bitual automobile drive, seemed to be 
losing some of his spirit. His nights 
are restless and in the daytime he 
shows a tendency to sit quietly—a

Roosevelt 


He Can Count on Georgia Vote

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Oct. 4.— 


When ‘the governor of Georgia met 
the governor of New York today there 
was some discussion of national poli- 
tics. 

With the youthful Georgia, execu- 
tive, Richard B. Russell Jr., on a visit 
here today was Major John Cohen, 
president and editor of the Aftlanta 
Journal and democratic national com- 
mitteeman. They, with Edward J. 
Fiynun, New York's secretary of state, 
and close political adviser of the New 
York governor, Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
were luncheon guests at the Roosevelt 
cottage here. 

Apparently the “vacation from poli- 
tics,’ as Roosevelt called his visit 
here, has become a “vacation with 
politics.” 

Both Russell and Cohen assured the 
New Yorker Georgia was safely in his 
camp if he becomes the candidate for 
the democratic presidential nomina- 
tion. Governor Roosevelt is regatded 
as an outstanding contender, although 
he declines to discuss campaign spec- 
ulation or commit himself on national 
issues. 

Major Cohen reiterated a statement 
made in Atlanta a few days ago that 
he believes the south would be solidly 


democratic next year. and that North 
Carolina, Virginia, Texas and Flor- 
ida, which were republican in 1928, 
as well as the border states, would go 
Roosevelt if his party names him at 
next year's convention. 

Mr. Roosevelt also obtained interest- 
ing information—the nature of which 
was not revealed—from his visitors 
regarding the economic. situation in 
the south. They said they thought the 
depression would be the outstanding 
issue in the 1932 election. 

A group of southern college presi- 
dents are to visit with Mr. Roosevelt 
this week and there are several con- 
gressmen, national committeemen and 
a United States senator or two who 
have announced their intention to 
“drop in” on the New York governor. 

Mrs. Roosevelt returned to New 
York last night. She was forced to 
cut short her vacation with the gov- 
ernor because of the opening tomor- 
row of a school in which she is the 
viee principal, 

Mr. Roosevelt will remain here until 
October 14, when he will leave by 
motor for ‘Atlanta to board a train 
for Richmond, Va., where he will visit 
John Stewart Bryan, publisher of the 
Richmond News Leader. The gov- 
ernor will attend the Yorktown cele- 
bration on October 16 and return to 
New York the following day.

What has happened in France? Has 
there been a rigorous suppression of 
red radicalism?

Klealth Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


GUARDING CHILDREN AGAINST 
INFANTILE PARALYSIS. 

Poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis), 
to the best of our present knowledge, 
is an infectious disease, one of the 
respiratory infections, and it spreads 
from person to person exactly as diph- 
theria does. ‘The virus or germs of 
this disease, given off in the nose and 
throat discharges of the patient, may 
be carried by a third person who is 
not ill but who has been recently in 
close contact with one ill of the dis- 
ease, just as a third person, such as a 
nurse or a rélative staying with the 
patient, may become a “carrier” of 
diphtheria and infeet other children 
without coming down with the dis- 
ease himself or herself. 

If or when there is reason to sus- 
pect that poliomyelitis (infantile pa- 
ralysis) is developing or epidemic in 
the community, parents should be a 
little more conscientious than they 
are ordinarily about alleged “colds,” 
for God only knows whether the ap- 
parently mild indisrosition which sel- 
fish or indifferent folk like to call a 
“slight cold” is actually the onset of 
poliomyelitis: a good doctor can’t be 
sure about the diagnosis until the 
early symptoms of paralysis develop. 

I hate to frighten anybody at any 
time. But this necessity of including 
poliomyelitis among the common res- 
piratory infections which comprise the 
group of ills fairly called “CRI” in 
the early stage must be recognized 
by all good parents—not to mention 
doctors or health authorities—if we 
hope to make any progress in the pre- 
vention of this group of diseases. 

So far as our present knowledge of 
poliomyelitis goes, these recommenda- 
tions are warranted: 

1. Isolate or at any rate keep be- 
yond spray range of any person who 
purports to have a “cold” or who 


be | avowedly has the cri. 


2. Avoid crowds, gatherings, meet- 
ings, parties, riding in closed convey- 
ances, and all other .ntimate contact 
with strangers as well as possible, 

3. Keep children out of school and 
away from other children when at 

lay. |

5. Flies. in house or about the 
premises may carry the infection. 
Flies spell bad housekeeping or un- 
sanitary surroundings. , 

6. It is infinitely more important 
to teach children to wash their hands 
always before taking any food or 
drink than it is to make them brush 
their teeth. 

All of these recommendations apply 
not only to pyarding, chliairen against

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TuskegeePresident Urges 
Negroes and Whites To 
Mutual Forbearance. 


TUSKEGEE, Ala., Oct, 4.—Call- 
ing the negroes of the south to 
turn ears to the gions of 
communist agitators and to 80- 
lution. of their economic troubles in 
counsel and co-operation with white 
southerners, R., Moton, president 
of Tuskegee Institute, today address- 
ed an “Open Letter to the South.” 

Dr. Moton urges upon creditors 
and landlords the advisability of 
leniency and mutual effort and un- 
derstanding and advises members of 
his own race that agitators have a 
habit of disappearing when the har- 
vest of their teachings is gathered 
and leaving the negro to face the 
musie alone, 

His letter follows in full: 

“Open Letter to the South.” 

“The south is approaching what is 
for thousands of people both black 
and white the most critical time of 
the year. As everyone knows, a 
great part of the farming operations 
of the south are carried on by ad- 
vances of money and supplies made 
in the spring of the year and con- 
tinuing through the growing season. 
These obligations are so arranged as 
to mature the midst of the harvest 
season. October 15 is the usual time 
for the maturing of notes and papers 
based on these operations. 

“Always a matter of serious con- 
cern to those involved, the approach- 
ing time of settlement this year is a 
matter of grave importance, particu- 
larly to negro farmers who, like all 
the rest of us, are involved in the 
economic depression which prevails 
throughout the country. 

“I am taking this means of making 
an a’ veal to bankers, merchants and 
other businessmen throughout th. 
south who have made advances to 
negro farmers, asking them to show 
the largest possible consideration to 
all those who are under obligatious 
of this sort to them. It is already 
apparent that the cotton crop this 
year, though large, will not enable 
this class of farmers to settle their 
accounts, Because of the prevailing 
unsettled conditions there will be a 
temptation to many creditors to press 
their debtors to the utmost in obtain- 
ing satisfaction for advances made, 
The effect of such a course will mean 
grave suffering on the part of thou- 
sands of helpless women and children 
besides men who are wholly without 
means, not only of meeting their ob- 
ligations but of sustaining themselves 
and their families during this depres- 
sion. This will throw the burden of 
the support of these people upon the 
public, and add greatly to the con- 
— and distress which we must all 
ace. 

“At the same time T want to make 
an appeal to all-the leaders among my 
people, preachers, teachers, demonstra- 
tion agents and the like, to urge all 
classes to be frugal during these hard 
times, and to seize every opportunity 
for honest employment, however 
meager the pay, and to take advan- 
tage of every legal means to meet the 
obligations which they have incurred, 
and where this is not possible, to see 


some definite arrangement with them 
for carrying over their obligations. 
‘Times like these call for patience 
and consideration on the one hand and 
diligence and frugality on the other 


on co-operation and good faith be- 
tween black and white. And to my 
race it means as: much as dollars and 
cents to have the confidence, good will 
and support of their white neghbors in 
every undertaking. This has never 
been more true than it is today, 

“At the same time I want to sound 
a word of warning to my people 
against permitting themselves to be 
stirred up by agitators from outside, 
whether black or white, who come 
with plausible arguments and fair 
promises creating suspicion and ill 
will between the races, with the ulti- 
mate purpose of making trouble even 
to the point of destroying our own 
government. It has been noted over 
and over again when these agitators 
appear and trouble begins they have 
a way of disappearing and leaving the 
ignorant and gullible to bear the bur- 
den and blame and suffering caused 
by their activities. ' 

“T believe that there is enough com- 
mon sense among the leaders of both 
races in the south to adjust their 

roblems and difficulties without the 
intervention of outsiders who know 
nothing of our local situation and care 
less for the genuine interests of either 
race. 

“In my judgment there never was a 
time when there was a greater dispo- 
sition among thinking men and women 
of the white race in this section to 
manifest an attitude of justice and 
fairness towards my people than ob- 
tains today. With mutual confidence 
and good will, with patience and con- 
sideration, I am satisfied that all of 
the difficulties which we now face can 
be gone through without serious con- 
sequences to any of us. The indica- 
tions are that there is an abundance 
of foodstuff in the south and that 
there is, besides, a disposition to treat 
all who have need with the utmost 
consideration. Besides which the fed- 
eral government has already put in 
operation measures that are intended 
to take care of emergencies wherever 
they may occur, With patience and 
tolerance on both sides I am satisfied 
that we can face all the hardships 
that may present themselves without 


disaster.

“It is hard to remember that only 
two short years ago,” Thomas said, 
many of Mr. Swope’s fellow indus- 
trialists were exulting that American 
capitalism had found the secret of 
abolishing poverty. 

“Our greatest corporations, Mr. 
Swope’s General ‘lectric among them, 
let their securities go plunging ahead 
in a wild and riotous stock market 

om. The real rulers of America.

drastic reorganization Mr. Swope pro- 
poses. 

Haney, declaring Mr. Swope’s plan 
not conservative enough, said he dis- 
agrees with Swope’s proposed plan of 
price-fixing in the extent to which 
the government would be involved.

It is relative to age and experience, to birth and to 
breeding. But like education again, there are some 
fundamentals without which one may not be said to have 
character. The man who cannot read and write may not 
be considered educated, no matter how much charity of 
judgment may be brought to bear on the decision. The 
man who doesn't hesitate to lie and cheat may not be 
said to have character, no matter how broad and tol- 
erant the judgment of him may be. 


“What's the matter with modern marriage?” the cry goes up on 
every hand. Nothing at all, the trouble is not with the institution of 
marriage but with the characters of the individuals who are party to it. 
The man and woman who are so mad for money that they will lie 
and cheat and steal to get it may lay trembling fingers on it for a 
little while but they can never hold it.

Here is the case of a man who writes that he knew before he married 
her that his wife had a shady reputation, After 20 years of married life 
and the arrival of “‘three nice children” he consoles himself with the society 
of several young women.

The breadth and the consistency of 
the decline may be realized from the 
fact that the average price of 60 rep- 
resentative bonds composed of equal 
numbers of rail, public utility and in- 
dustrial issues reached new low ley- 
els for several years every day of 
the period, while trading continued 
active. The slump extended to the 
foreign group, too, although the up- 
turn in them on Saturday cancelled 
a few of their losses and reduced 
others. 

Definitely bearish news to account 
for this broad movement was lacking, 
but it was apparent that the steady 
liquidation came from many sources, 
both at home and abroad. 

What with the shrinkage in cor- 
porate earnings, only 36.7 per cent 
of the aggregate value of corporate 
bonds listed on the New York Stock 
Exchange are given the highest rat- 
ing, AAA, by Moody's Service, ac- 
cording to a new compilation by that 
organization. On July 1, 1926. that 
classification embraced 44.8 per cent 
‘: the listings. 

The most indicative changes in the 
five-year period are the higher rat- 
ings for publie utility issues and 
the removal of many railroad loans 
from the AAA classification. Some 
40 per cent of the public utility is- 
sues now have that rating, compared 
with 24 per cent in 1926. At present, 
rails having the highest rating amount 
to 43.4 per cent of the total, compared 
with 59 per cent in 1926. 

Offerings of new securities during 
the week provided further evidence of 
the unsatisfactory condition of the 
bond market. With the exception of 
$20,000,000 of notes due next year

COTTON STUBBORN 
UNDER PRESSURE 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 4.—(/)— 
Trading in eotton contracts while not 
as active as during the previous week, 
has been fairly brisk during the past 
week. The course of prices has Seen 
persistently downward, although there 
have been no violent fluctuations, the 
decline having been point by point, 


\with considerable resistance at times 


from trade and investment buying on 
the scale down. The decline made 
new low levels for the season each 
day and the closing prices on Satur- 
day were both the lowest for the week 
and the lowest for the season. show- 
ing a net decline for the week of a 
little more than $3 a bale. 

The main feature of the week has 
heen the steady increase in hedge sell- 
ing, which steadily forced prices down- 
ward, the seale-down buying in the 
market absorbing the hedges only at 
constantly declining price levels. This 
increase in the hedge sales was due 
to the heavy increase in the crop 
movement to market and to the heavy 
spot sales in southern markets. 

In addition to the hedges the mar- 
ket was influenced downward by 
weakness in the stock market, which 
unfavorably influenced commodity 
markets generally as well as cotton. 
Another depressing influence was the 
growing conviction that the next gov- 
ernment report due October 8 will 
show a larger estimate of the crop 
than that of last month. This impres- 
sion was fostered by the very favor- 
able weather for harvesting and the 
maturing of the crop. One private 
estimate makes the increase over the 
last estimate nearly 400.000 bales. 

Another feature of the week was 
the extremely heavy spot sales in the 
reporting southern markets. The sales 
on Saturday rached 124,000 bales, 
while they exceeded 100,000 bales on 
Friday. These heavy sales were at- 
tributed to better mill buying, but 
mainly to buying by large traders who 
evidently consider cotton a good in-

COTTON GOODS SALE 
SUFER DURING WEE 


NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—Sales of 
cotton goods suffered from a Wall 
Street complex last week. Just as 
was the case for a while last spring, 
Wall Street has been a_ disturbing 
influence to the general public, and 
the volume of our business as well as 
prices has suffered. We need a res- 
toration of confidence and we need 
it badly.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—(P)—A 
plan to increase federal revenues 
$750,000,000 annually by | imposing 
taxes on products of new industries 
and raising assessments on bigger in- 
comes has been laid before house in- 
dependents by Representative La- 
Guardia. ~ 

The New Yorker dispatched copies 
of his proposal to members of both 
republican and democratic parties. It 
will be considered by them at a_meet- 
ing before congress convenes Decem- 
ber 7, along with plans on the or- 
ganization of the house and election 
of a speaker. 

The program was devised upon the 
request of the independents ‘at a meet- 
ing last spring. He is confident the 
group will adopt a policy of insist- 
ing the house act first on revenue- 
raising measures to prevent increases 
in the treasury deficit before supply 
bills providing for government opera- 
tion ag passed. 

The increase in income and ‘inheri- 
tance taxes, LaGuardia . estimated, 
would net about $30,000,000. Be- 


over $100,000 as at present, they 
would be increased to 21 per cent be- 
tween $150,000 to $200,000 and pro- 
gressively advanced to 49 per cent for 
incomes: in excess of $2,000,000. 

Inheritance taxes would be in- 
creased on a graduated and progres- 
sive rate up to 60 per cent on more 
than $5,000,000. Gift trusts creatéd 
during life to evade inheritance taxes 
would be assessed at the same rate. 

The program also ealls for an in- 
crease in the first-class postage rates 
from 2 to 2 1-2 cents. LaGuardia 
said this would raise $85,000,000, 
enough to meet the annual deficit, pro- 
vided subventions to airplane and ship 
operators of mail lines are excluded. 

Taxes also would be levied on the 
radio, gutomobile, airplane, yacht, mo- 
tion picture and sound device, cos- 
metic and perfume industries. 

The tax on stock transactions would 
be increased and applied also to bond 
transactions. This, the New Yorker 
said, would result in revenue of $100,- 
000,000 annually. 

All revenue from radio broadcasting 
advertising contracts would be taxed 
from 10 to 25 per cent and sale of in- 
struments for transmission and recep- 
fion purposes 10 per cent. This would 
bring $75.000,000, he estimated. 

A 00,000,000 revenue would 
would come from the automobile, 
yacht and airplane industries. under 
a 10 per cent sales tax, LaGuardia 
estimated, while a similar tax on cos- 
metics and perfumes would bring $15, - 
, A sales tax on motion pic- 
tures and sound devices would net 
$75,000,000, he said.
